OVERSEA FLIGHT PREDICTED 


Department Lays Plans for Extend- 
ing the Service Through- 
out the Country. 


“Phe first regular airplane mall serv- 
fee in the world was inaugurated be- 
tween Washington and New York yes- 
terday. With the exception of an accl- | 
Gent to one of the airplaries between 
Washington and Philadelphia, it was a 
complete success. Leaving «Beimont 
Park at 11:30 in: the forenoon with 144 
pounds of mail, Lieutenant Torrey H. 
Webb arrived in Philadelphia at. 12:30, 
from which point the mail was relayed 
through’ the air by Lieutenant J. Cc. 
Edgerton, who delivered it in Wash- 
ington at 2:50 P. M. The actual flying 
time of the two couriers, deducting the 


six minutes’ intermission in relaying aty. 


Philadelphia, was threé hours and twen- 

ty minutes. Although “this ‘record 
oak quite up to the. ninety- -five-mile 
avérage, which the aviators weré €%- 
petted to make, it was considered sat- 
isfactory for. the initial trip with new! 
machines. 

The opening of the air route was 
marked by only one mishap. That oc- 
curred on the lap between Washington 
and Philadelphia when Lieutenant 
George L. Boyle, driving a plane with a 
large pouch of mail for Philadelphia and 
“New York, was forced to descend twen- 
ty-five miles out of Washington. It 
‘was reported that he lost his way. and 

_ in landing snapped a propeller: blade. 
Washington and Philadelphia were 
quickly informed, and a special mail 
truck was sent to Lieutenant Boyle's re- 
Hef. The mail which he carried included 
letters from the President and other 
Government officials to Postmaster Pat- 
ten, as well as a communication from 

~ Postmaster Burleson to the publisher of 
Taw NEw York TIMES containing a fac- 
simile \of a letter sent py the publisher 

‘of another and earlier New York Timms 
in 1885 to the then Postmaster General: 
ufging more rapid mail service. 

{fo avoid any delays_in the general 
achedule that might be caused by. Lieu- 
tenant Boyle's mishap, it was decided not 
‘to wait for the arrival of the Wash- 
ington -mail which he carried. ‘The 
plane scheduled to relieve him at Phila- 
deiphia, piloted by Lieutenant Howard 
Culver, left that city at 2:20 o'clock,

‘WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY, 
May 15.—This was a day of glory 
for Captain D. M. K. Peterson, 
Américan aviator. He was among a 
group’ ‘of ‘American fliers decorated 
with, the Croix de Guerre this after- 
noon,.and when he received it from 


the hands of a French General he| 


wore the suit in which he had 
brought down two German airplanes 


single-handed a short time before. | 


The cross, of course, was awarded 
fc~ another. exploit. 

Captain Peterson was above the 
German lines just at noon when he 
saw two German avions approaching 
in the direction of. the American 
forces. Being alone, he went to an 
altitude of 5,000 meters and waited 


for the Germans traveling below. | 


The day was perfect, the sun was 


shining brightly, and the atmosphere 
was clear, but the Germans did not 
see Peterson. 

When the German fliers had 
passed him the American dived verti- 
cally 500 meters at the hindmost one. 
When almost: on him he started his 
machine gun going and in a moment 
the German was going groundward 
in flames. Captain -Peterson had 
fired sixty ballets. 

As he checked his flight he saw 
that the other German had looped 
and was after him, coming straight 
and fast. He looped upward through 
a stream of German. bullets and got 
on. top, . 

During a quick turn, Peterson 
darted after his opponent, when the 
German sprang a new trick in aerial 
warfare. He turned loose a smoke 
box, which acted like those that

_| Asif exemplifying the unity of com-

| United States and its co-belligerents 
| have entered, it became known here 
| today that whenever American troops 
| predominate in the brigaded divisions 
as the process goes on, these divi- 
siens, under present plans, will be 
turned over to General Pershing’s 
command. 

This plan would accomplish ‘several 
things which the military authorities 
consulting on it. regard qs very desira- 
bie. It would rapidly {n¢rease the ‘size 
of the American fighting command on 
the battieline; it would contribute tre- 
mefndously. to the spirit “of unity and 
concerted effort, and at the same time, 
instead of holding largé numbers of 
American troops behind the lines while 
training, would surround them with 
seasoned veterans and under actual 
battle conditions school them to be re- 
brigaded later with fresh American 
troops coming to France... 

In this way the efficiency of the 
British and French forces is expected 
to be increased and the work of builld- 
ing up a great, fully trained, and com- 
pletely equipped fighting force in 
France is expected to be hastened. 

Italian Front Under Fech. 

In addition to this, as illustrative of 
the unity of command under which 
Generalissimo Foch directs alf thé 
allied armies, it was: stated officially 
here today that Foch commanded the 
Italian troops in France and’ Italy. 
There had béen no question that he 
cOmmanded the Italian. troops in 
France, an@it had been supposed that, 
considering the Italian front as part 
of the western battle line under a de- 
cision reached at the Ve lles con- 
ference, the Generalissimo’s authority 
extended there. : 

For the first time, however, it was 
stated unreservedly that General 
Foch’s supreme command extended to 
Italy. . ; 

It was stated, also,!that Italy, be- 
sides now sending troops to France in 
numbers equal to those being sent 
from the United States, now had on 
her fighting line a larger army, more 
perfectly equipped, than she had be- 
fore the great Austrian drive. This 
may be explanatory of the apparent 
equanimity with which the allied lead-

WARDEN FEARS FOR AUSTRIA 


Must: Conoitiate hintee to-Get 
Post-War Loan, He Sug- 
yests—Slavs Resentful.

AMSTERDAM, May 15,—Although 
the official announcement. regarding 
the deliberations of monarchs and 
Ministers atthe German Army Head- 
quarters is naturally received by the 
German jingo press with tremendous 
joy as an important step toward the 
realization of the Central Europe 
dreams, and although that rejoicing is 


shared to some extent by the demo- 
cratic parties, there are some very 
emphatic notes of.doubt heard in the 
land. The Weser Zeitung, which is 
nothing if not widely imperialift, 
thinks, for example, that it is rather 
too soon to rejoice, adding: 

“We have learned in the last.four 
years that only reality rules in. di- 
plomacy and that the words of the 
polite language of the courts decide 
neither Snatekip nor a ie peace 
nor war.’ 

It refers in disgust to the ‘poatite 
influences around the. Empress Zita 
and appears to think “that. distracted 
Austria, as it is today, is no very 
fitting or brilliant second for mighty 
Germany. 

Sees Neo Popular Assent. 

Vorwirts says that all such ar- 
rangements are burdened by ‘an un- 
known factor—the final general peace. 
It objects to alliances which shut out 
Any other nation, and thinks hard and 
fast arrangements deemed suitable 
now may, as eternity is long, soon 
prove fetters. 

An alliance, it goes on, “can only 
have an assured foundation if it rests 
‘on the willing consent of the. people. 
Of. such a basi8 we see little sign at 
the present moment in Austria. Ger- 
many today in Austria-Hungary, 
thanks to the Pan German propa- 
ganda, is heartily unpopular, not only 
with the Slav majority, but also with 
a considerable portion of the German- 
Magyar minority.” 

The paper hopes that Central Eu- 
ropean princelings will not be strewn 
over the Orient, for “ we cannot con- 
vince ourselves that any of the ‘“lib- 
erated peoples ’-has cast longing eyes 
on any of the twenty-two Middle Eu- 
ropean dynasties. We do not believe 
that any of the many royal and dycal 
plans are to be realized out of the 
right . of self-determination.

Failure in Defense Dangerous, 

“It is one of the great advantages 
of an offense that unless the enemy is 
able and ready. to turn to an attack 
at the right moment failure may be 
expensive but is’ rarely disastrous, 
Failure in defense, on the other hand, 
usually brings with it at once most 
unpleasant consequences, So it came 
about that the Allies were able to rub 
along more or. less successfully with- 
out a-unified command until the col- 
lapse of Russia brought the great 
mass of the German Army to the west, 
and with it very real dangers to be 
met. 

“ Attempts at compromise were tried 
and the Versailles Executive Board was 
set up, but command by committee 
failed, as it always had, and always 
will fafl. A military committee is no 
different in its psychology from com- 
mittees of the business and the political 
world. It means discussion, delay, and 
compromise when decision, 
ness, and determination are vital. 

“In the critical: daya of the end of

“ Now the Commander in Chief of a 
homogeneous national army exercises 
his. authority under established and 
well-recognized conditions of disci- 
pline.

But where the Generalissimo 
is of another nation this cannot hold. 
We cannot conceive of Foch dismiss- 
ing Haig or Plumer or Rawlinson, 
He has, therefore, to rely on his per- 
sonality and the soundnegs of his 
judgment and not on rule.or prece- 
dent. to make his authority felt. 

Greater Difficulties Still, 

“ And-there are greater difficulties 
éven than this. The possibility of 
failure has to be faced. In war our 
Generals are responsible to the Cab- 
inet, who in turn are responsible to 
Parliament and the people for the 
conduct of the war, The Parliament 
and the people have no authority over 
Foch. In time of stress tempers are 
irritable, nerves are strained, and 
there is a natural desire te call seme- 
one: to account. . We cannot call to 
account an Allied General whom we 
have-agreed to place in’ command; « 

“Then again it is easy and tempting 
to suggest, particularly | in circum- 
stances. such -as..the. _present,. that: a 
foreign’ General fs prone to- ask too 
much of our troops. We see our huge 
casualty lists and read that our armies 
are bearing the brunt of the fighting, 
and it is natural to ask, ‘ Why do-not 
the French do mere?’ = 

* Of Fooh's strategy -I shall have a 
word to say later, but I ask my. 
readers to remember that the Ger-

“Such have been the man’s diffi- 
culties and achievements. We must 
in judging him remember exactly 
what we have done, and rightly done, 
weighing the advantages of unity 
against the breach of constitutional 
precedent and Joss of national con- 
trol. 

Fech’s Record as 9 Leader, 

“Now, what of the man himself? 
No foreign commander is better known 
to the British Army. He fought be- 
side us on the Marne. He commanded 
in the north in the bloody fighting on 
the Yser while we were engaged in 
the grim struggle of the first battle 
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of Ypres. As the expansion of our 
army ‘enabled us te. held Flanders 
alone he passed to the south, where 
in 1975 he was on our rigkt confront- 
ing Vimy Ridge. There he began his 
attacks in May, working his way for- 
ward up the slopes, while we, cripple | 
by the secord battle of Ypres, could 
help him only by demonstrations at 
Festubert. Then later in the year 
came our turn to give him better help 
at Loos, where we @xtended the left 
ef Foch’s army which made the defi- 
nite but unsuccessful attempt to géin 
the ridge. It was not understood at 
the time’ in England how much Lefd 
French's and Foch’s plans were inter- 
twined. 

“ Next, in 1916, we find Foch again 
en our right on the Somme, pressing 
to Peronne® Then after an interval 
he becomes Chief of the French Staff 
in Paris.

Office life'in the great city 
obviously did not suit him and he ap- 
peared to be ageing, until the crisis of 
last March called him again inte the 
field. Since the great German attack 
began I have met him three times, and 
each time I found him younger, more

though he) first made his mame as a 
student of war and was such a Chief of 
the French Staff College that to have 
been under him there gives, a special 
eachet. to his. old pupils in the French 
Army, and though his military writ- 
ings were recognized as among the 
most inspiring and pregnant ‘with 
thought of any published before the 
war, yet it is as a man of action that 
Foch shines.

Those whc have been dismayed and 
distressed over the breakdown of our 
aviation ‘program demand to know why 
those in charge of it pinned all their 
hapes: or _the- success of the Liberty 
motor instead of supplementing its pro- 
duction with the largest output of 
the foreign ®types of motors possible 
to: construct’ in the United - States. 
I doubt if any Austifiable excuse can 
be made for the adoption of such a 
policy. Jt must have been founded on 
the egotistical conclusion that one or a 
numberof American automobile engine 
experts ‘could surely. and speedily per- 
fect a design that would’so far sur-

It''must also nave been founded on 
the lidzardous conclusion that a number 
of‘American manufacturers, experienced 
only in the standardized production of 
automobile engines, could surely and 
speedily master the fabrication of the 
wonderfully delicate and complicated 
aviation motors able to compete with 
types or which thousands of German 
and other foreign aircraft experts had 
expended years of study, and for which 
they had conducted tens.of thousands 
of experiments before they were in a 
position to manufacture in quantity an 
aviation motor of -broyed and che shee 
merit. 

Here was the _ initial, sates and’ 
absolutely inexcusable biunder. The 
man who put all. of his eggs in one 
basket and then attempted to walk a 
tight rope over a valley during a@ hur- 
ricane in order to bring relief to his 
starving family—-whom he might easily 
have reached by making a. slight de- 
tour—was a cautious and ultra-consér- 
vative individual compared: with ‘those 
who committed the aircraft fate of the 
United States to designers.and manufac- 
turers with slight or no experience in 
one of the most. difficult and complica- 
ted of arts, who relied on their luck or 
intuition, and who scorned to take ad- 
vantage of what the rest of the aircraft 
world had evolved after the vast ex- 
penditure of time, money: and genius. 
Some explain what thus has happened 
on the ground of monumental egoism.

Government éarly in 1916, more than a 
year before we declared war against 
Germany. -It:-has completed for France 
450 of these motors, and is now deliver- 
ing to the United States motors of 150 
horse power at the rate of 500 a month, 
which I consider the most encouraging 
bit of news yet announced concerning 
our aviation program. ,

the United States for the production ot 
3,000 motors of 300 horse power each, 
and will fabricate them in. a huge: plant 
which it has purchased in‘ Long Island 
City.. Both the 150 and 300 horse power 
types are motors for fighting purposes, 
including pursuit, scouting, combat, 
battle, bombing, and all of the duties 
which can be met only by engines and 
planes which can face the German foe 
on equal or better terms. 

We are also producing in this country 
most of the parts of the famous Eng- 
lish-engine, the Rolls-Royce, and. there 
is reason to believe that arrangements 
could be made with the British Govern- 
ment or the manufacturers for the com- 
plete building and asseinbling of this 
motor in the United States. We are now | 
getting none of this product. ; 

‘There is also being manufactured in 
this country the Bugatti motor. The 
Duesenburg Corporation is filling a 
large order of these Bugatti motogs for 
the French Government, and I in- 
formed. that deliveries have been made 
or can be made in quantities to the; 
United States. 

Concerning. the positive identity and 
manufacturing position of the other cor- 
porations declared to be delivering mo- 
tors I ,hhave-no accurate information, but 
the facts just stated are highly encour-, 
aging ‘in proof‘that our success in air- 
craft war work is not confined: to the 
performance of the Liberty motor, and 
that we can send abroad a latge and 
steadily increasing supply of fighting 
planes regardless: of the complications 
which seem to surround our overadver- 
tised attempt':to win the war with a 
motor which has‘ existed’ too much only 
on paper and in ever-changing specifi- 
cations. 


QUIDDE DENIES PROPOSALS. 


Says. He Made | No Peace ‘Offers - 
Professor Herron. . ’ 


‘AMSTERDAM, May 15.—Professor 
Quidde of Munich, in a statement .to. 
Berlin newspapers, supplements the de- 
nial recently made by the semi-official’ 
North German Gazette that he had ‘been j 
officially commissioned in Germany: to 
make the peace offers which thé-Lon- 
don Daily Mail recently reported him to 
have extended to Professor Herron, an 
‘American living in Geneva, for ‘ trans- 
mission to President Wilson. 

‘Professor ‘Quidde, in- this’ statement, 
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ah entirely new complexion, upon the 
aircraft situation as it had been de- 
veloping in the Senate.

Senators Thompson and Jones tried to 
persuade their confreres on the Audit 
Committee against reporting the Cham- 
berlain resolution, whether amended or 
not, arguing that the Senate ought to 
defer to the wish of the President. The 
three Senators on the other side argued 
that President Wilson's objection to an 
inquiry into the conduct of the war was 
met with the elimination of that from 
the resolution, and that an insistent de- 
mand had sprung up in the Senate for 
an inquiry into aircraft and other 
features of the war activity. ~ 

Senator Thompson insisted that the 
President had indicated in his letter to 
Senator Martin that he felt that the 
passage of the Chamberlain resolution, 
or one similar to it, would. show lack of 
confidence in the Administration. This 
failed a the three Senators, who 
maintai that it.was the duty of Con- 
gress to conduct ‘investigations. This 
one was needed, they argued, to “ clear 
the air.” 


The Resolution as Amended. 


Against the opposition of Senators 
Thompson and.Jones, the committee 
voted: to report. the Chamberlain reso- 
lution, amended’ by Senator Smoot, to 
Tead as follows: ~ 

Resolved, that the Committee on 
Military Affairs, or eny subcommittee 
thereof, be and is. hereby authorized 
and directed toAnquire into and report

bureau thereof; to. eémploy .steno- 
raphic help, at ‘a cost not to exceed 
fi per printed pagé, to report such 
testimony as may be necessary; .to 
employ such agents or assistants as. 
may* be nécéssary; and that all ex- 
pensés,. including traveling expenses, 
contracteé hereunder, shall be’ paid 
from _the-contigent fund of the Sena} 
not éxceeding the sum of $10, :' pro- 
vided that Nothing in this resolution 
shall/be jheld to authorize the Military 

Affairs Committee to take over or in 
any manner direct or superintend the 
executive branch .of the Government 
jin the coriduct of the war 

The amended renotdtion. ‘differs from, 
the original in striking out the phrase, 

‘or. into any other matters relating to: 
the conduct of the war by or through 
the War Department,’’.and the inwertion 
of ‘the ‘proviso for investi ign ord- 
nance and “ the status of the Quarter- 
master General’s supplies or expendi-_| 
tures ‘in any of thcse branches of the 
War... Department.” Otherwise’ the 
phraseology is identical with that of the 
resolution as-offered by Senator Cham- 
berlain, except that $19,000 is stipulated 
for expenses. 


Will Make a ‘Minority Report. 
After the vote of the Audit Commit- 
tee Senators Thompson‘ and Jones. an- 
nounced that*they would submit a mi- 
nority report opposing the Chamber- 
lain resolution in any form.

Announcement. of the designation of 
Mr. -Hughes was: formally made this 
afternoon. . 

It fs believed here that no recent act 
of. President. Wilson will. bring. .more 
praise than this recognition of his late 
political opponent: . By. the appointment 
of Mr. .Hughes..the .President has taken 
the ground from under the feet ‘of those 
disposed to criticise the fact that he had 
placed the investigation of the Borglum 
charges in the hands of one of his. Cabi- 
net, who had turned over the, detatléd 
work of the' inquiry to an official. aid, 
Assistant Attorney General William L. 
Ftierson, the junior member of the At- 
torney Geferal’s tmmediate staff. 

With -Mr: Hughes as - investigator, 
backed by his high reputation as ‘a jurist 
and legal examiner, and the additional 
fact that he is a political opponent of 
the President, .whose administration he 
did not hesitate to criticise. severely, in 
the 1816 national campaign, there. is 
hardly any likelihood that even the most 
active. partisan. antagonists of the Presi- 
dent: will find, ground for complaint that 
the investigation will not be conducted 
with-complete regard for getting at the 
facts and making a report that will)’ 
show neither’ fear nor. favor. 

It is being suggested that the designa-

father, Dr. Vicror Ap.ierR, founder 
of the Austrian Social Democratic 
Party, was proprietor, that “a Wil- 
helmstrasse official”. discussed for- 
eign politics.in it every day. FRiEp- 
RICH ADLER was an extreme Socialist, 
hot for the proletariat, disgusted with 
the submissiveness of his party to 
absolutism, with Kaiserite Socialist 
North German leaders like Scuerpe- 
MANN. : 

Now the German-Austrian Social- 
ists are getting Bolshevist. The Ar- 
beiter Zeitung . insisted the other day 
that “even the German bourgeois

LINKING THE RAILWAYS AND 
NEW YORK’S CANALS. 
_ When Clinton's ditch was. opened 
in 1825, water brought by the Erle 
Canal from the Lakes was poured into | 
the ocean at Sandy Hook, along with 
other water brought from many of 
the world’s greatest rivers. The cere- 
mony signified that. commerce ‘over 
the canal was -part of the world: com- 
merce. The opening of the enlarged 
barge canal, over the same route ex- 
tended, is marked by @ marriage of 
railways and canals. not less | signifi- 
cant than the mingling of the waters 
almost a century ago. It was not in the 
foresight of any man that the canal 
when opened would be operated by 
the nation in connection with. the 
railways of the nation as a-unit. ¥et 
the opening of the canal was accom- 
panied by official notice that the 
United States is building a. fleet of 
suitable boats for work through the 
canal, which it took over April 17, 

These two announcements together 
are most heartening... If the. an- 
nouncement merely was that the canal 
was ready for. service, it would be 
necessary to add, with regret, that 
there was no sign of its being put to 
the designed use. The State has spent 
$150,000,000. upon the enlargement of 
a work which has cost, from ‘the be- 
ginning, $386,000,000, upon the as- 
sumption that there would be a rush 
to use it. But, until the Federal inter- 
vention, there had been no prepara- 
tions worth mention. ‘The old boats 
were unsuitablé for the larger canal 
and only four néw boats were under 
construction. There was danger that 
a potential annual capacity of 20,000, - 
000: tons would go almost to waste. 
Even now the nation’s boats to ply 
over the State’s canal are unbuilt, 
and there will be delay in the use’ of 
the canal at a time when the demand 
for its use is at the maximum. 

The canal was built as a competitor 
of the railways, as a means of reduc- 
ing their rates and_ profits. It will 
go into use as a feeder and distributer 
of railway traffic, as a. supplement. to. 
the railways and not as a rival. or 
competitor. As a competitor ° ‘of the 
railways there was’ no future ‘for the 
canal. Its work was ‘done when its 
existence’ brought ' the basing rate 
of railway rates for the United 
States to the rate between New 
York and Chicago. That was a 
water rate, the lowest rate in the 
world, perhaps too low a rate for the 
good of the United. States itself, and 
a benefit more for foreign buyers of 
goods exported through its stimulus. . 
The ‘entire rate structure of the nation | 
would be much higher | if it were built 
upon a land rate, say from New York 
to St. Louis.. The canal has the 
capacity to reduce even the present 
low rate, but it is not to be supposed 
that it will be used for that purpose. 
There is.a deficit for the railways pay- 
able by the nation to a total of hun- 
dreds of ‘millions, and railway rates 
are about to be raised a quarter or 
more. To suppose that the/canal will 
be put to.the carriage of grain at 2% 
cents instead of 5 cents is unreason- 
able. There is no sense in reducing 
rates when traffic cannot’ be done 
which ought to be done, and it fs a 
favor. to get transportation. at “any 
price. It will be a service of almost 
incalculable value if. the ‘millions. of 
tons of capacity over the canal, corre- 
sponding to the use of hundreds of 
thousands of cars, should be provided 
at existing charges.

Waly,. to the need for doing 
it—an earnest, sinceré, and cordial effort 
all over ‘this country. to make the -céle- 
bration of May 24, as “ America-Italy 
Day,’ a fitting expression of the grati- 
tude. which we, as a part of the right- 
thinking world, owe to Italy for the serv- 
ices she has rendered and the sacrifices 
she has offered in the great war.
